ocrat, Georgia, by Rep. Charles 
B. Deane, Democrat. North Caro- 
lina, who said he received it 
through the mails in an envelope 
bearing a Washington postmark 
but no return address.

Vinson has said he believes he 
knows who wrote the document, 
and Air Force Sec. W. Stuart Sym- 
ington said he knows the identity 
of the “cowardly men” who 
started rumors about the B-36 pro- 
gram.

gia when Judge Frank Hooper. of 
Fulton Superir Court, handed 
down a favorable decision on that 
Company’s petition for a ruling on 
ad valorem taxes. 

In his decision, Judge Hoopet 


The Southern 


ruled that the Southern Company, 


which proposed to move to Atlanga 
from Delaware, would be exempt 
from paying ad valorem intangible 
taxes on its three nonresident op- 
erating subsidiaries to the same 
extent as if it were a Georgia cor- 
poration, 

The Southern Company in its pe 
tition said it could not establish its 
factual or business aomicile tn the 
State of Georgia or domesticate 
therein unless its holdings of the 
entire common voting stock of the 
Alabama Power Company, Gulf 
Power Company and Mississippi 
Power Company were exempt 
from ad valorem intangible taxes 
Otherwise the tax burden would 
be prohibitive. 

Judge Hooper’s ruling said: “It 
is further determined, adjudicated 
and declared that the domestica- 
tion statute of 1920, as amended 
by the act of 1926, is clear and 
unambiguous and is an express 
grant to a foreign corporation then 
or thereafter domesticated under 
the laws of the State of any power, 
privilege or immunity conferred 
upon a similar corporation created 
under the laws of this State, sub- 
ject to the same obligations, du- 
ties, liabilities and disabilities, in 
the absence of legislation denying 
such powers, privileges or im- 
munities to a domesticated for- 
eign corporation.’ 

Attorney Dan MacDougald, in 
interpreting the opinion, said the 
Southern Company already had 
started proceedings to move the 
principal office from Delaware to 

tlanta. 

In a petition 
Court, MacDougald pointed out 
that “through its four operating 
subsidiaries,” the Southern Com- 
pany supplies electric service “in 
an area of about 94,000 square 
miles.”

He was sitting in a 
box during your performance—and he’s the 
most interesting young man in New York.” 

Later, in Felix Arndt’s studio over the 
same concert building, Mr. Young introduced 
Nola and said, ‘‘Felix, give us a musical por- 
trait of Miss Locke. Of what, in music, does 
she remind you?”

It was Felix. He had stayed up all night 
to finish the manuscript of “Nola” which. 
after 34 years, still occupies a unique place 
in American music. 

It has*earned more than $1,000,000, sold 
between 5,000,000 and 8,000,000 copies, and 
has been played daily as Vincent Lopez’ theme 
for years. Beloved by three generations it 
is~one of the few songs heard around the 
world —its close competitors being “The 
Rosary” and, believe it or not, “Yes, We Have 
No Bananas.” 

The composition was an engagement pres- 
ent, although neither was bold enough to say 
what was in their hearts. They went every- 
where together — the opera, concerts, dinner 
parties. One night as he took her home. he 
said, “Will you?

When he 
and Nola were alone that night, he said, 
‘Let's Stay until the leaves fall.” 

Next morning, Felix was ill — it was influ- 
enza, the “black plague” of 1918. By noon 
Wednesday, the leaves began to fall and a 
“Strange light,” as Nola described it, seemed 
to leave Felix. He died that night. He was 
27 years old. ‘

AMES E. DOHERTY, JR., stood in the 
doorway of the messy little apartment and 
looked helplessly at the piles of junk scat- 

tered around everywhere. Numerous old-style 

phonograph records, trunks of 50-year-old hand- 
bills, broken baby carriages-—-the job called for 

a rubbish collector, not an attorney.

HIRTY years after the infamous Black Sox 
scandal, the slimy tentacles of big-time 
gambling are poised over Baseball again. 

In an unprecedented wave of baseball bet- 
ting, more money is being wagered on games this 
‘summer than on horse races. In New York City 
alone, close to a million a day in baseball bets 
is being handled by the books. 

The baseball] betting business is so profitable 
that many “horse books” have switched from 
the track to the diamond. So phenomenal has 
been the increase in wagering that a daily form 
sheet was started for baseball fans who lke 
to bet on games. 

This publication gives the probable pitchers, 
indicates the probable winners and supplies a 
volume of other information supposed to be 
helpful to bettors that can’t be. found in the 
daily newspapers. 

Organized Baseball survived the Black Sox 
scandal of 1919 because a young Chicago adver- 
tising man named Albert Lasker, realizing that 
the game was at the crossroads and that Young 
America would suffer a severe blow if it foun- 
dered, persuaded some of his baseball magnate 
friends to install such a man as Federal Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis at the head of the 
sport, endowed with supreme powers. 

Out of the wreckage of the Black Sox 
scandal in which the Chicago Americans 
threw the 1919 world series to the Cin- 
cinnati Reds for the benefit of gam- 
blers, Organized Baseball emerged

stronger than ever. The public’s faith in the 
game was renewed by the severe punishment

Eight members of the Chicago club, found 
to have participated in the conspiracy to throw 
the series for the benefit of a group of crooked 
gamblers in New York and Chicago, were barred 
for life from Organized Baseball.

Wagers of less than $5 are refused, the idea 
being to discourage juveniles from betting on 
games. Bookmakers are warned by the syndi- 
cate for which they operate not to have any 
dealings with baseball people, to avoid the occa- 
sion for scandal. 

The wave of gambling on athletic contests 
which accompanied the era of prosperity ushered 
in by World War II lowered standards in all 
sports and produced a cynical attitude on the

The book makes its profit by keep- 
ing one “point” for itself on all 
wagers. 

The Daily Baseball Form tries 
to do for those who bet on ball 
games what the Racing Forms at- 
tempt to do for horse players. It 
is copyrighted by the Manbrooke 
-ublishing Corporation, 441 Lex- 
ington Ave., New York City. 

The chart giving the past per- 
formances of pitchers against the 
team they are to face on that par- 
ticular day follows closely the pat- 
tern set by race track handicap- 
pers, even to the brief comment 
on each performance, such as 
“Brilliant shutout” or ‘“Poor—hit 
hard.” The general effect is to 
glamourize baseball betting for 
the turf-minded fan and to add 
a new zing to wagering for those 
who stick to the diamond. 

Baseball, once closely linked with horse rac 
ing in the days when the late Charley Stoneham 
and John McGraw of the Giants operated the 
Havana track in the winter months, and other 
magnates owned racing stables, has adopted 
an openly hostile attitude toward the turf since 
the Black Sox scandal. 

Now, with millions being bet daily on ball 
games, horse bookies deserting the turf in droves 
for the more profitable diamond, form sheets

A few days later when she called for her 
finished model and asked what she owed, the 
manufacturing executive she had met on the 
train said, “Not a cent. I used those shots you 
taught me and won several games.”’ 

When patents on the ripper had been secured, 
Mrs. Lawrence interested Sgt. Merritt L. Walls 
in her venture. Together they formed a distrib- 
uting company. The needles, which will sell for 
98 cents each, are made in Wisconsin. 

Merchants have declared that the ripper is to 
sewing what an eraser is to a pencil. It has 
been estimated that Mrs. Lawrence may gross 
$1,000,000 within two or three years. 

“I’ve accomplished what I set out to do,” the 
Birmingham housewife said. ‘I can help Phyllis 

and I also can help the blind. Blind persons 
can use the ripper just as easily as sighted per- 
sons and this opens up for them new fields. 

Mrs. Lawrence explained that ever since the 
day when her own mother was threatened with 
blindness she has been concerned with helping 
the sightless. If her receipts from the invention 
turn out to be as estimated she plans to make 
large donations to organizations for the blind 
and to the Damon Runyon Cancer Fund. 

It was cancer that had affected her mothers 
eyesight, which was restored by an operation. 

Mrs. Lawrence has several other inventions 
to her credit and explains that mechanics come 
naturally to her. When she was a youngster 
she was known as the “Miss Fix It” of Hartwell, 
Mo., where she lived with her parents and six 
older sisters. 

She spent most of her time in her fathers 
rubber-tired buggy shop, using his expensive 
tools and when he hung them higher and higher 
on the wall she learned to use taller ladders,

tified the window as one stolen from Sainte 
Chapelle in Paris during the French Revolution 
and asked that it be returned. 

The window, worthy of any cathedral, de- 
picts the Last Judgment, the widow giving her 
mite, the Presentation, the Crucifixion and 
other sacred subjects. 

During the French Revolution, fanatical 
mobs not only sent their monarchs and aristo- 
crats to the guillotine but announced that God 
Himself had been dethroned—religion was out- 
lawed. 

All places of worship were secularized and 
looted, including Sainte Chapelle, built by St. 
Louis, with windows, 600 years old, even then. 

Much of the loot was smuggled across the 
Channel to prosperous England, where, like all 
Stolen goods, it had to be sold for a fraction of 
its true value. 

The smuggler is thought to have been a 
French chef but, in any event, the window came 
into the royal hands of William IV, from whom 
it was believed to have been bought by a former 
Earl Howe, of the Curzon family, whose res- 
idence, Gopsall Hall, still stands, near Twycross. 

Recent scrutiny of the records shows that 
though the Earl had endowed the little church 
and renovated it, in 1840, the window was do- 
nated by Sir Wathen Waller, a wealthy squire 
of Twycross. 

For some years the French Government has 
been carrying on a patient search to recover the 
famous windows of Sainte Chapelle. Last of all 
to be located was the one at Tyvycross. 

To poor but proud Twycross it was a shock 
to learn that their beautiful window had been 
stolen. No legal question was involved, be- 
cause the statute of limitations had long 
expired, as pointed out by Miss Elsie 

Martin, 72-year-old retired school 

teacher, who said: 

“If we give the French our 
lovely window,° what's to stop 
them from taking all the treas- 
ures of England that may 
have originated doubtfully 
in France? Twycross will 
never be the same without 

our glorious window.”

OL. RICHARD T. DANIEL spent his 86 
4 years proving that a rolling stone can 
gather moss, 

He was convinced throughout his life that his 
health was bad—though one of his sons once 
testified that, in moments of anger, he did such 
things as spearing a bull with a pitchfork, 
whacking a horse with a shovel, and wrestling 
a goat. 

But his conviction that he “never was very 
strong’ kept him constantly on the move in 
search of a healthier residence. Everywhere 
he went he made money—and he was a million- 
aire when he died recently in his 64-room Miami 
hotel, from which he had excluded the public in 
order to have the place all to himself. 

Just how many millions he accumulated was 
hard to say. Some estimated 15, some 20-—-and 
a few thought it might be 40. The trouble 
lay in evaluating his real estate holdings which 
dotted the country. 

It was hard to say, too, what was wrong with 
his health, 


Once, when he was asked just what ailments 
he suffered from, he said: 

“T can’t tell you any particular spot. I was 
born a weakly child, and I never was strong. So 
I had to travel. When I found a place that 
agreed with me, I would stay as long as I was 
well. But when I broke down-—perhaps six 
months later—I'’d move to another state.” 

The “weakly child” was born in Tomkins- 
ville, Ky., Aug. 11, 1862, the son of a small town 
postmaster; and wandered as a young man to 
the Northwest. 

“IT made my stake in Spokane,” he said, 
“shipping horses. I would swap cattle for horses 
and take the horses clear to Chicago, selling all 
I could on the way——in Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas,” 

He earned his title of Colonel with the Wash- 
ington State militia in 1890. Three years later 
he was in the mining camp of Trail, British 
Columbia, where he built the Trail Hotel. 

“T bought property wherever I went to keep 
myself from getting bored,” he explained. 

In 1900 he married Gertrude Phillips, daugh- 
ter of a former Solicitor General of the United 
States. Four children were born in the years 
that followed: Richard, Jr., Sam and William,

His physical growth began to increase, and 
within eight months he was growing and devel- 
oping at “‘par.”’ 

This does not necessarily mean that if your 
Junior is thin or failing to gain in weight and 
height that there is something emotionally 
wrong with him. Children grow at different rates 
and there are periods when growth appears to 


«> 


be at a standstill. 

However, in making their study, the doctors 
at Bellefaire took more into consideration than 
the usual height and weight tables that are seen 
on every penny weighing machine, They used 
a new scientific technique, now adopted by many 
children’s doctors. It is called the Wetzel Grid. 

This is a special kind of graph on which 
height, weight, age, body type and other data 
are plotted over a period of time. The method 
allows for the fact that some children are natu- 
rally thin, others fat and that there are periods 
of little or no growth that may be followed 
by times of rapid development. When the basic 
patterns of growth for healthy children of spe- 
cific body types have been established on the 
graph, it is possible to tell whether the child 
is growing normally and to predict his future 
growth, 

While doctors have long been aware of the 
effect of worry, frustration and fear on the 
human body, only comparatively recently have 
serious scientific studies in this field been made. 

Much is still to be learned, but it is certain 
that if you want Junior to grow normally, and 
Stay healthy, it is wise to keep him as free as 
possible from emotional upsets.

EGETARIANISM was the heart of the 
trouble. 

Because he was a vegetarian physi- 
cian, Dr.. Samuel Goldenstein, with offices on 
New York's fashionable Fifth Avenue. said he 
couldn’t make enough money to Satisfy his wife. 

“AS a vegetarian physician,” he explained, 
“my income is greatly curtailed, since I have 
to contend with the prevalent opposition and 
popular aversion to these principles I practice, 
[I have refused many lucrative operating fees, 
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in cases where I be- 
lieve diet, therapy and 
other hygienic measures 
may obviate a needless sur- 
gical operation.” 

His wife, Rosel, had 
problems, too. For nine 
years, she complained, she 
had been hungering for 
the taste of a juicy steak 

but, she said, her hus- 
band had confined her to 
such substitutes as nuts, 
avocados and string beans. 

“Against my protests,” 

she said, “I have been com- 
pelled to follow a strict vege- 
tarian diet in our home. Such 
diet excludes such proteins as 
milk, eggs, butter, bread, meat, 
poultry and fish.

He objected when she told him that the two 
older children, Arthur and Richard, would have 
to be vaccinated in order to remain in school, 
despite his objections, she

“My wife is so intent on seeing that I earn 
more money,” he said, “that she asked me to 
violate my Hippocratic oath by insisting that 
I practice only for the sake of earning large 
sums of money, contrary to the principle of 
practicing medicine to aid humanity. 

“She said that since [ was a father who 
brought children into the world, I had no other 
duty to perform, except to support her and 
the children, and that I was not entitled to any 
other rights and privileges.” 

Making money, he repeated, is a_ difficult 
thing for a vegetarian physician,. By the nature 
of his work, he cannot treat many patients at 
one time. He said that he lost many patients 
when he refused to operate on them. 

“As a result,” he pointed out, “these patients 
—and their fees-—-went to surgeons who are 
willing to operate immediately.” | 

Anyway, Dr. Goldenstein said, there wasn’t 
anything to prevent his wife from eating any- 
thing she wanted. 

“I do not,” he said, “have guards posted at 
every delicatessen restaurant.”

Nancy didn’t want to get married—to the 
yotng man she had selected.

HREE years later, in 1926, Nancy Hoyt visited 

London and surprised everyone, again, by be- 
coming the bride of Gerald Alastair Wynn- 
Wynne, a friend of the man she had left waiting 
at the altar. The couple apparently had little in 
common and divorce followed, 

Nancy, the young lady who “didn’t want to 
get married” a few vears earlier, tried matri- 
mony again with wealthy Edward D. Curtis and 
another divorce followed to be entered in the 
lioyt family history.

At that time, her widowed mother testified 
at a hearing, in Washington that her daughter 
had formed a habit of wandering about the 
streets of the nation’s capital. Nancy was sent 
to St. Elizdbeth’s Hospital for treatment-—and 
Mrs. Anne McMichael Hoyt again sought seclu- 
sion in the family home.

Self-Respect Gone, Body Shattered, the Drunkard 
Reaches a Crisis. Then Alcoholics Anonymous Steps In. 


By a Member of Alcoholics

N Alcoholics Anonymous, we speak of “high- 
bottom’ drunks and “low-bottom” drunks, 
What we try to measure by those phrases 
is the amount of physical degradation the alco- 
holic is willing to suffer before his drinking habit 
is at last outweighed by his will to live. 

Today there is an ever-increasing number of 
“high-bottom” drunks at our meetings. 

These are often men and women in their early 
20s, whose closest drinking companions do not 
realize that they have an alcoholic problem, Only 
one of their own breed, another alcoholic, can tell 
that they have lost the most important thing in 
their lives—their self-respect. 

Whether “high-bottom” or “low- bottom,” 
sooner or later the problem drinker reaches a 
point where he can take no more punishment. 
We call that crisis “hitting the bottom.” 

Somewhere—at home, in a hospital, behind a 
haystack or in a flophouse—he wakes up. He is 
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shaking and depressed. If he is at home, the 
family atmosphere is doubtless chilly. If he is 
alone, the chances are he’s broke. At any rate, 
he has begun to want to stop drinking. 

The idea of coming to A. A. occurs to him. 
Perhaps he has read about it, perhaps the family 
doctor has suggested it, or maybe a disgusted 
bartender has told him that’s where he belongs. 
Anyway, he would be willing to try it if only he 
knew how to make contact. 

He can do this in person, over the telephone 
or by letter. 

Most large cities now have A. A. central 
offices or clubs with a full-time staff of volun- 
teer workers and perhaps a paid secretary. The 
address will be listed in the telephone directory. 

In small communities where there is no reg- 
ular headquarters, the applicant has several 
choices. He may inquire at the local police sta- 
tion (and why not?), the newspaper office, the 
Salvation Army, from any minister or priest, 
from a hospital or doctor. 

If these sources fail, as they-might in the 
case of very remote towns, he should direct his 

inquiry by mail to The Alcoholic 

Foundation, Grand Central Annex, 

Box 459, New York City 17. The 

girls in the Foundation office will 

send him immediately the address 

of the group nearest to him, as well 

as the times of its regular meetings.

So Tom is met by an A. A. mem- 
ber who volunteers a part of his 
time for just such services. He 
will come to Joe’s Bar with two 
tools: a sympathetic understanding 
with the way Tom feels, and con- 
fidence in his own sobriety. He 
will try to establish contact by tell- 
ing his own story, pre-A. A. and 
post-A. A. He may give Tom some 
literature to read, he may buy him 
a drink, he may take him to a doc- 
tor or hospital, but whatever he

does will lead up to getting Tom to his first 
meeting. 

The meeting may take place in some private 
home, with six or seven members present, or it 
may overflow a public auditorium with a seating 
capacity of many hundreds. But, if Tom’s ex- 
perience is anything like the average, he will 
leave that meeting with several provocative new 
thoughts in his head. 

First, he is no longer alone—an isolated case, 
a misunderstood genius, a moral leper, an incur- 
able drunk. He has spent an evening with peuple 
who speak his language and understand hi: 
fears. He begins to feel that, after all, he migh 
just possibly be able to get along in a world 
of sober people. 

second, he faces a challenge. He has heard 
a speaker, or maybe talked casually to a mem- 
ber whose background and drinking pattern 


closely resemble his own. He may start think- 
ing, “If that guy can make it, so can I.” 
[Third, Tom has been told that he is suffering 


from a disease, described by most A. A. mem- 
bers as “‘an allergy of the body coupled with an 
obsession of the mind.” 

This illness, Tom finds out, is no more a dis 
prace than diabetes or tuberculosis. He is not 
supposed to conquer it with moral weapons such 
as will power. He needs treatment and his 
treatment is adherence to A.A. precepts, and 
regular attendance at meetings. 

Fourth and last, he is not asked to contem- 
plate a life without liquor. The founders of 
A. A. Knew from their own bitter experience that 
such a concept is a horror beyond description 
for a man whose nerves are shattered and whose 
mind is woefully confused. 

Tom is merely asked to stay sober for 24 
hours. This is something that he has done be- 
fore, something he can grasp and sweat out. 
Then, and only then, can he tackle the next 24 
hours, strengthened by a sense of achievement. 
The rolls of A. A. are filled with the names of 
men and women who have stayed sober 
of them now approaching 14 years 
a time. 

If Tom is able to carry these impressions 
away from his first—or even his second or third 

‘meeting, then his recovery is practicallv 
assured. 

He has found someone who will help him 
come up from the bottom to live a sober and 
useful life.

’ We had rumors that ex-convicts and former

' Railroad officials said they would take the

“About half an hour later the train arrived; the 
gee cars were quickly detached, backed onto 
‘the barge and shuttled across the bay.

E'x-banker, lawyer and author. Warden 


Johnston draws in vivid detail a prcture 
of his vears on “The Rock’—telling. with 
dramatic impact, his EXperience . unith 
America’s public enemies, including Al 
Capone, Roy Gardner and scores of others. 


Stood at the front of the desk and called out the 
names. The men stepped forward, had their 
handcuffs removed and received their numbers. 

Half way through the Leavenworth list, I 
remember, a name jumped out at me. 

“Roy Gardner.” 

Roy Gardner, stormy petrol of prisons, 50 
years old with a criminal. record dating back 
to 1900. 

His crimes were daring and spectacular. He 
had an escape record that was sensational. 
During the great part of the time he served in 
prisons he was classed as a defiant and danger- 
ous, aggressive, hostile hell-raiser. 

I was determined to prevent his escape from 
Alcatraz, but at the same time I wondered if I 
could penetrate his personality and get him to 
continue and improve the better adjustment he 
had shown at Leavenworth for some time prior 
to his transfer. 


I had spotted him as he stepped from the 


shirt; wheeled and commanded “stick ’em up.” 

Keeping the astonished officers covered he 
directed another .prisener to take the officers’ 
keys and unlock the Oregon boot. ‘Then the two 
men handcuffed the officers to a standpipe, took 
their money and guns and, as the train slowed 
down at Castle Rock, Wash., they switched off 
the lights and jumped out into the darkness. 

The other convict was captured almost im- 
mediately. Gardner got away. But only for five 
days. He was captured at Centralia, Wash., by 
a local officer, Louis S. Sonney, and taken to 
McNeil. When he arrived there he told the 
warden he did not intend to stay. 

For three months he was quiet, resting-— 
and planning. Then on Sept. 5, 1921, it being 
Labor Day, the shops were closed and the pris- 
oners relaxed to enjoy a baseball game. 

Gardner was in the rooting section and 
seemed to enjoy the holiday. But evidently his 
mind was not on the game for, at a moment 
when the crowd centered all attention on an im- 
portant play, Gardner and two other prisoners 
made a run from the field and the wire enclo- 
sure. The guards in towers opened fire. 


ARDNER’S companions dropped—one of them 

dead, the other severely wounded—but Gard- 

ner got through the fence and kept going, eluded 

searchers, got into the water and swam to the 

mainland. Eventually he was recaptured and 
sentenced to Leavenworth. 

That was the man who came to a halt just 
in front of me that early day at Alcatraz. 

I handed him a card with his name and 
number and said, ‘““Roy Gardner, your permanent 
register number here is 110.” 

He smiled broadly, not in mirth, but kind of 
knowingly, as I added, “Go with the officer to

train to the barge, walked the gangplank to the 
dock, trudged uphill to the cell building. 

He was unshaved and looked weary as all the 
others did after a hot, dirty trip, but. he looked 
more powerful than the rest, for he had a broad, 
deep chest, strong arms and good physique. He 
was grim featured with a defiant look. 

If I had expressed my thought at that 
moment I probably would have said, “Here 
comes Mr. Trouble.” 

Some of his most spectacular escapes flashed 
across my mind. On June 7, 1920, two marshals 
took him aboard a train to deliver him to McNeil 
Island, another federal penitentiary, to serve 25 
years for a mail robbery in San Diego. 

When the train neared Portland, Gardner 
caught one of the deputy marshals off guard, 
grabbed his gun, took his keys and commanded 
another prisoner to unlock his leg-irons and 
handcuffs. He manacled the marshals to the 
steam pipes, put out the lights, stepped off the 
train at Portland and escaped into the darkness. 

Less than a year later, he held up a railway 
postal clerk at Roseville, Calif., obtained a regis- 
tered sack estimated to have contained about 
$55,000 in currency and immediately followed 
this with another mail robbery of about $175,000, 
He was caught while playing poker in Roseville; 
indicted, brought to trial, pleaded guilty and 
got another sentence of 25 years in McNeil. 

This time the U. S. Marshal selected two 
seasoned deputies and gave them detailed in- 
structions. They searched Gardner, handcuffed 
him and fitted him with an Oregon boot—a steel 
contrivance weighing about 20 pounds which 
fitted about the leg so as to make it difficult 
for the prisoner to move. They moved Gardner 
to the train in a van and hurried him into a 
room. 

Nothing unusual happened from San Fran- 
cisco to Portland. 

As the train crossed the Oregon-Washington 
line, Gardner asked permission to wash his 
hands. He bent over the basin; suddenly whipped 
out a revolver he had strapped beneath his 


the bathhouse and to the clothing room,” to 
which he replied with a polite, “Yes, sir.” 

Later in the day as I was showing Warden 
Fred G. Zerbst, of Leavenworth, through the 
prison, we stopped before Gardner's cell. 
Gardner bid good-by to Warden Zerbst and told 
him he intended to behave in Alcatraz. 

“IT mean it, Warden Johnston. I’m one man 
who wanted to come to Alcatraz. I've had 
enough trouble. I know you'll give me a square 
deal. Warden Zerbst will tell you when I give 
my word you can depend on me...” 

He kept his word, too. When he was leaving 
Alcatraz he handed me this note: 

“Warden Johnston, I want to thank you for 
the just and impartial treatment I received at 
your hands since I have been on Alcatraz. Your 
attitude of no favoritism will undoubtedly carry 
you to unexpected heights in the federal service.” 

“Sincerely Yours, 
“Roy Gardner, No, 110.” 


RoeY may have lost his old fire but he retained 

his sense of showmanship to the end. He 
ended his life by spectacular suicide Jan. 10, 
1940, in his San Francisco hotel room. He 
dropped cyanide pills in a glass of acid, covered 
his head with a towel and inhaled the fumes. 
The maid, making her rounds, noticed a sign 
he had written and placed on his door: 

“Do not open this door—POISON GAS— 
Call Police.” 

His luggage was packed and on top was a 
50-cent tip. The loot from his robberies was 
reported to amount to several hundred thousand 
dollars. When the coroner examined his effects 
he found only $3.69. 

He left a note addressed to San Francisco 
reporters in which he told them he was checking 
out because “I am old and tired and don’t care 
to continue the struggle. Please let me down as 
light as possible,”
